THIS American Bungalow is a 
home in which one may realize 
a distinct individuality even in a 
city residential district where beautiful 
homes are numerous, and where there 
must be real grace of line and design 
to achieve the desired distinctiveness. 

The plans, which call for a complete 
Hollow Tile structure, with an exterior 
finish of stucco and brick, are excep- 
tionallv well worked out. This home 



also would look well with walls of 
exposed tile or with tile walls faced 
with brick. There are six large rooms 
and a sleeping porch, a terrace and 
porch running clear across the front 
of the house, and a wealth of storage 
space, linen presses and closets. The 
ground floor has a living room, dining 
room, kitchen, bedroom, and lavator>', 
and the second floor has two bedrooms, 
a sleeping porch, bath room, storage 
space and linen cases. 
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Before we go into the floor plans, 
let us view the exterior of this beauti- 
ful home. You are at once impressed 
with its substantial appearance, its 
air of thorough dependability. And 
when you realize that stucco and brick 
over hollow tile is practically ever- 
lasting—that it will not require any 
repairs; that there is virtually no 
depreciation^ 
for stucco ap- 
plied over hollow^ 
tile will not crack 
or chip off; that 
there is na re- 
painting nor re- 
placing neces- 
sary^— you know 
that this home 
is there to stay 
for all time. 




You will like 
the front entrance, leading directly 
into the Uving room from the terrace. 
It imparts such a charmingly hospit- 
able touch. And the combined terrace 
and porch add an effective spacious- 
ness, especially where, on account of 
city limitations, one cannot have very 
large grounds. Good looking seats, 
jardinieres, flower boxes, will add a 
* 'homey" effect. 

Somehow, a home doesn't seem 
quite a home without a real fireplace. 
Here the fireplace is trimmed with 
brick and is built along the living room 
outer wall. Book cases flank it on 
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either side, and above it are two 
windows, providing just the right read- 
ing light. 

Cased openings between living and 
dining rooms are becoming more and 
more popular again, principally for the 
splendid effect of spaciousness pro- 
duced, to sa;^ nothing of the added 
light and perfect 
ventilation thus 
obtained. 

The kitchen, 
as planned in 
this Hollow Tile 
home, will be a 
constant delight 
to the thorough 
and efficient 
housewife. She 
will revel in the 
wall cases, which 
replace the pantr\' and which certainly 
are easier of access and more readily 
kept in order than a pantry, in which 
anything and everything is hastily set 
down, to be put in place later. In 
these cases, there is a place for every- 
thing, and everything is quite natur- 
ally put in its place. And at this time, 
where the help problem is such a serious 
one, the saving of steps and having the 
table service handy to the dining room 
are big items. Because of improved 
and scientific methods of refrigeration, 
it is not now necessary to have the ice 
box accessible from the back porch. It 
may be placed wherever most con- 



venient, which generally is near the 
dining room. 

Here we find the ice box handy 
even for the ice man, by way of the 
rear hallway, handy to the dining 
room, and far enough away from the 
cook stove so that the heat of the 
stove will not reach it. In short, 
the kitchen arrangement is most 
scientifically correct. 

And because this home is built 
entirely of Hollow Tile -outer walls, 
interior walls and floors, it is fireproof 
with the exception of doors and win- 
dows; and weather proof, for Hollow 
Tile provides perfect insulation against 
heat and against cold and dampness. 

There will be a real saving in 
work, for no dust, not even coal dust, 
can filter through hollow tile con- 
struction. Nor can vermin of any 
kind penetrate it. 

Hollow Tile also deadens noise, 
and so in this home you will have an 
enviable degree of quiet and privacy.

Five-Room Hollow Tile 
Bungalow 



THIS handsome little bungalow 
will fit in and look right even 
where there is only a small lot 
available for building. Its compact 
arrangement makes use of every bit 
of space and provides five comfortable, 
complete rooms, and a sleeping porch 
off the back bedroom. 

An individual touch is given by the 
quaintly gabled roof and the paneling 
in the upper half of all the windows, 
even those in the attic. 



The front porch is commodious and 
may be made extremely attractive with 
a swing, seats, rockers, and plants. 
Wooden flower boxes fiank the head of 
the entrance stairs, and the terraced 
lawn, together with the shrubbery and 
plants along the sides, give this little 
home a most cozy and happy air. 

The living room, dining room and 
kitchen occupy the left half of this 
charming little home, while to the right 
are two bedrooms, with the bathroom 
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in between. All are outside rooms, 
and all but the dining room have 
windows on two sides, supplying perfect 
cross ventilation. The dining room has 
two large paneled windows set close 
together, under which a window seat 
may replace the couch. Cased 
openings between the living and 
dining rooms, as well as to the hall- 
way, give a most desirable effect of 
roominess. 

Each bed- 
room has a clothes 
closet, and the 
attic, which 
reaches from 
one end of the 
house to the 
other, will afford 
ample storage 
accommodation. 
The basement 
also has plenty of storage space. 

There is a linen closet in the hall- 
way, and the kitchen has two wall cases 
in place of the pantry, which is now 
being done away with to a great degree. 
These wall cases will readily accommo- 
date everything that a pantr>^ would, 
and at the same time they are more 
sanitary, because the doors are kept 
closed. And they require a constant 
orderliness not generally observed in a 
pantry, where it is so easy just to set 
things down, to be put in place later. 

The sink is right off the dining room, 
facilitating dish washing, and one of the 
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wall cases is also right next to the 
dining room. This feature is of interest 
to the housewife, who will no doubt do 
her own work in this little home. 

Somehow, a small house carries with 
it the idea of a more or less temporary 
dwelling, thrown together in a hurry, 
to be used for the time being. But 
this home, once built, is there to stay, 
for all times. For it is built entirely 
of Hollow Tile, 
which is a per- 
manent, fire 
resisting, non- 
deteriorating 
masonry ma- 
terial. 

Because Hol- 
low Tile does not 
shrink, sag, nor 
rust, exteriors 
of stucco or 
plaster over it 
will be permanent. They will not 
crack nor chip off, which is often the 
case in ordinary building construction.

A Colonial Residence of 
Hollow Tile 



IT 



fERE is a two-story colonial 
home built on the plan so 
generally favored by our fore- 
lalhtrs. There is the same direct- 
ness in architectural design, the same 
opportunity for utility and space con- 
servation. A simple grandeur is 
achieved by the terraced lawn, which 
completely surrounds the house, and 
which most effectively softens the 
rather severe lines, while the open porch 
across the right end, supported by 
handsome colonial pillars, gives an 



impression of added spaciousness, and 
imparts just the right touch of orna- 
mentation. 

There are six rooms and sleeping 
porch. The arrangement is simple and 
practical, and at the same time allows 
for the indulgence of individual ideas. 

The exterior walls are hollow tile 
with stucco finish. Hollow tile walls 
with brick veneer would also provide a 
very handsome exterior, while a most 
distinctive effect could be achieved with 
walls of exposed hollow tile. 
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Hollow Tile is not a new form of 
masonry construction. It has for years 
been the approved construction for big 
buildings subject to the rigid fire 
restrictions and regulations of large 
cities. To give the home builder the 
same substantial, fireproof construc- 
tion, it is now made in a variety of 
sizes and shapes that makes it readily 
applicable to 
every architec 
tural design, no 
matter how in- 
tricate. 

Paneled win- 
dows and wood- 
en shutters 
throughout this 
home give it a 
most pleasing 
and inviting air. 

There is a central entrance, sup- 
ported by handsome colonial columns, 
leading into a hallway with living room 
to the right of it and dining room and 
kitchen to the left. The stairway to 
the second floor leads from this hall- 
way, and under it are a coat closet and 
a hall case, which even makes provision 
for storage of table leaves. 

A serving room with swinging doors 
separates the kitchen from the dining 
room, and at the same time greatly 
facilitates table service. As is now so 
generally the case, there is no pantr>'. 
but in addition to the serving room, 
there are two wall cases in the kitchen. 
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with a counter running under them. 
These wall cases will most successfully 
accommodate everything one would 
place in a pantry, and at the same 
time, will afford protection from dust 
and encourage orderliness to a far 
greater degree than would be possible 
in a pantry. 

There is a large porch off the kitchen 
and the sleeping 
porch is directly 
above it. 

Besides this 
sleeping porch, 
there are three 
nice bedrooms 
upstairs, two to 
the left and one 
to the right. The 
one to the right 
runs clear across 
the side of the house, and is especially 
commodious, with four windows and 
two wardrobes. All the bedrooms have 
windows on two sides, so that perfect 
cross ventilation is assured. The bath- 
room is convenient to all bedrooms and 
calls for high grade fixtures and fittings. 

Here is employed the colonial 
scheme of two end chimneys, the one 
at the right end serving the heating 
plant, and the one at the left end the 
very attractive fireplace in the living 
room. The fireplace is situated along 
the outer living room wall, and is 
handsomely trimmed with face brick. 
French doors, beautifully paneled and 
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leading to the open porch, are 
on either side of it, and serve 
to enhance the generous 
roominess of the hving room. 

All in all, the plans pro- 
vide for a very complete and 
well arranged home. 

Because cold cannot pene- 
trate a hollow tile wall, this 
home will provide comfortable 
temperatures even in the most 
severe winter weather, and 
because there are no drafts 
to waste heat, your heating 
expense will be noticeably 
reduced. On the same prin- 
ciple, heat and dampness 
cannot penetrate a hollow 
tile wall, so that 
you will be com- 
fortably cool on 
the warmest sum- 
mer days, and the 
walls of your home 
will always be dry 
and healthful. 

And what a 
comfort to know 
that neither ver- 
min nor rodents 
can enter a hollow 
tile home, and that 
not even dirt nor 
coal dust can sift 
through! Think of 
the constant clean- 
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liness assured and the lessening of 
housework !

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Two-Story, Six-Room

THERE is a sturdy directness 
about this two-story six-room 
residence— a most comfortable 
sense of reliability and safety. The 
square gabled roof fits like a shel- 
tering hood over the cube-like struc- 
ture, and the same square lines are 
carried out in the enclosed front 
porch, whose sloping roof and beauti- 
fully paneled French windows more 
than offset the severity of line in the 
house itself. 



The outer charm of this attractive 
home is achieved through the finishing 
touches. A handsome stucco exterior 
is employed, over a structure of 
Hollow Tile. 

This is relieved by a simple brick 
trim around the upper edge of the 
porch, the window sills, and the top of 
the flue, together with an ornamental 
recess done in brown plaster between the 
two upper front windows. The upper 
half of all the windows are paneled.

Well trimmed bushes and other 
artistic gardening embellish the front 
approach, and on each side of the 
entrance stairs is a handsome urn. 

The entrance to the kitchen is from 
the side of the house, and leads into a 
hallway accessible to the living room 
as well as to the kitchen. It is carried 
out in harmony with the general design. 

There is a 
good sized liv- 
ing room across 
the front of the 
house, from 
which a stair- 
way leads to the 
second floor. 
The dining room 
and kitchen are 
back of it, the 
kitchen being 
separated from 
the living room by the side entrance 
hall. 

A cased opening divides the living 
and dining rooms, and gives an added 
spaciousness to both rooms. 

The kitchen arrangement will be a 
constant delight to the systematic 
housewife. The range is to the right 
of the side window and far enough from 
the dining room to keep out cooking 
fumes and odors. There are two wall 
cases, one to the left of the dining room 
entrance, and one to the right of the 
kitchen sink. The sink itself is to the 
right of the dining room entrance, so 
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that the entire kitchen arrangement 
means a saving of many steps. There 
is a counter beneath the case next to 
the sink, greatly facilitating setting 
away dishes and clearing up the work. 
The ice box is situated in the side 
entrance hall, accessible to the ice man. 

Upstairs are three bedrooms and 
bath. All the bedrooms have clothes 
closets, and all 
the rooms have 
windows on two 
sides, insuring 
splendid light 
and ventilation 
throughout the 
house. In the 
upper hall are 
an additional 
clothes closet 
and a linen 
press. 

You'will find this home cool on the 
warmest summer day, and comfortably 
warm on the coldest winter day, as well 
as entirely free from dampness. 

Hollow Tile is a non-conductor, 
and heat, cold, or dampness cannot 
penetrate it. Thus, your heating 
expense will be lowered. 

Hollow Tile assures the greatest 
sanitation and cleanliness. For neither 
vermin nor rodents can penetrate it. 

Hollow Tile reduces your deprecia- 
tion to a minimum. It does not require 
repairs nor replacements. It will not

I SPECIALLY well suited for a 
suburban district, or for a resi- 
dential section is this charming, 
individual English home. It strikes 
the eye pleasantly from every angle. 
Not only has the front been most 
artistically conceived, but the sides 
and rear have also been given generous 
consideration. All sides boast gables 
of graceful contour, and the architect 
has been zealous to avoid any suspicion 
of monotony in the design, and at 



the same time, to maintain a pleasing 
symmetry of line. 

The main entrance is at the left side, 
permitting the full frontage to be used 
for the living room. It is approached 
by a walk which curves through 
well kept grounds to the rear of the 
house. The gable on this side is broken 
by a very attractive chimney, which 
serves the hving room fireplace and 
heating plant, and by the main roof 
itself, which continues into the side 
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gable, over the dining room windows 
and the main entrance. On this same 
side is a smaller chimney, to the rear, 
affording a flue for the kitchen. 

A distinctive stucco exterior finish 
is used over Hollow Tile walls. It is 
enhanced by brick window sills, brick 
entrance stairs, brick trim on both 
chimneys, and brick copings on the 
entrance balustrades and the roof 
to the sun porch. 

There are 
paneled win- 
dows throughout 
the house, and 
pretty flower 
boxes. The right 
side has a gabled 
extension which 
enlarges the 
front bedroom, RearViewoj 

whose solid wall is relieved by a wooden 
trellise to accommodate climbing 
plants, and the rear porch is enclosed 
by pretty lattice work. 

The plans, which are particularly 
well developed, call for a five-room 
main floor layout, but where desired, 
additional bedrooms could ver>^ easily 
be^arranged upstairs. 

There is an entrance vestibule lead- 
ing on to a hallway with cased openings 
to the living room on the right, and the 
dining room on the left. This hall 
continues at right angles, and through 
cased openings reaches the stairway 
leading upstairs, and a recess for a 



linen closet, soiled clothes chute, and 
basement stairway. 

A real fireplace at the right end of 
the living room has book cases on 
either side of it, with windows over- 
head, and the pretty sun parlor, leading 
from the living room through a cased 
opening, adds to the size of the room. 

Both the living and dining rooms 
afford splendid opportunity for 
finishing. 

Both bed- 
rooms have win- 
dows on two 
sides, giving 
plenty of light 
and ventilation, 
and both have 
clothes closets. 
There are also a

clothes closet 
and a broom and mop closet in the 
main hallway. 

The bathroom, handsomely fitted, 
is also off the main hallway, between 
the bedrooms. 

The kitchen arrangement insures a 
saving of steps that will be appreciated 
by the housewife. The range and sink 
are on one side, with a table in between. 
Opposite the sink, and to the left of the 
dining room entrance, are spacious wall 
cases, which replace the pantry. These 
cases will amply accommodate every- 
thing a pantry would, and at the same 
time they are more orderly and sanitary. 




There is a vegetable room in the 
basement, which because of its Hollow 
Tile construction, will be absolutely 
damp proof and vermin and rodent 
proof, and in which stocks of vege- 
tables, canned goods, and other edibles 
may be safely kept. 

Hollow Tile has been used for years 
to fireproof steel structure buildings 
subject to the rigid fire laws of larger 
cities. It was this element of fire safety 
that led the manufacturers to produce 
the tile in such variety of shapes and 
sizes that it can now be readily used 
for every style of home building, no 
matter how intricate. 

Its cellular construction affords per- 
fect insulation against the elements. 



Heat cannot penetrate it; your home 
will be pleasantly cool on the warmest 
summer days. And on the same prin- 
ciple, it is proof against severe cold and 
dampness.

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Southern Bungalow 



FOR southern breezes and bright, 
balmy skies, this handsome bun- 
galow will be found delightfully 
satisfactory. There is just enough 
sweep to the overhanging eaves to de- 
flect the direct rays of a hot summer 
sun, and because this home is built 
entirely of hollow tile, it will be found 
agreeably cool, even on the warmest 
day, for the formation of this substan- 
tial masonry material is such that even 
great heat cannot penetrate it. 

There is no basement, and the 
plans call for three flues, to accommo- 
date stoves, or fireplaces in the kitchen 



and bedrooms, if desired, and the hand- 
some brick fireplace in the living room. 

Well kept grounds, with trees and 
shrubbery, surround the house, and 
grass terraces on each side of the con- 
crete entrance stairs add a charming 
effect of spaciousness and symmetry, 
as do also the French doors and win- 
dows here used. Wooden colonial 
pillars support the front entrance porch 
which leads both into the living room 
and dining room, and lattices for trailing 
plants relieve the front and side walls. 

Stucco forms the exterior finish, 
which, over hollow tile walls, will be 
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found highly satisfactor>% for hollow 
tile will not sag, shrink, warp, crack, 
nor deteriorate in any way, and stucco, 
or other finishes applied to it, will not 
craze nor chip off. In other words, once 
applied, your finish over hollow tile is 
practically everlasting. A brick veneer 
over hollow tile would also be most 
effective for this style of architecture. 

There are six rooms and two sleep- 
ing porches, all on the ground floor, and 
all rooms have 
casement win- 
dows. The liv- 
ing room, dining 
room, and kitch- 
en run across 
the front of the 
house, from right 
to left, with the 
three bedrooms 
in back of them ; 
one bedroom on 
either side of the house, and the third 
facing the center rear, with a sleeping 
porch on each side of it, the one to 
the left leading from it, and the one to 
the right leading from the right hand 
bedroom. 

All bedrooms are reached from a 
hallway off the living room. The bath- 
room, which is attractively equipped 
and in which there is a linen closet, is 
also off this hallway, and faces on a little 
court formed by the semi-detached 
kitchen. The two side bedrooms 
have clothes closets, and there is a 
third closet off the hallway.

The kitchen range and case are just 
off the dining r(X)m, facilitating service. 
This case replaces the pantry, which is 
now being done away with to a great 
extent. It will accommcxlate every- 
thing that a pantry would, and will 
be an actual aid to the housewife, 
for in it things must be set right 
in place, instead of just being set 
down anywhere, to be "put in order'* 
later. 

In addition to the health protection,
